either hee commeth among them himſelfein

that they doe their taske. I pray youaske Saint 
Peter oak he were hyred by (hriſt to bee 
a labourcrin his vineyard,or to beea ſurucyor. 
Verely hee will anſwere you, that he was one 
of the labourers, and diggers in my vineyard, 
and nota factor, or ſurucyor, or deputy. His 


officetherefore was, not rocommand others, - 


but to worke himſelfe. For,all the Apoſtles

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the corne : nor would Saint Peter haucſuffered 
his necke to bee withdrawne from this yoake. 
Let not therefore the Biſhoppe of Rome thus 
withourall ground vaunthimſclfefortheone- 
ly Vicar of Chriſt, nor vnderthis title (equally 
commontoall other Biſhops with him) keepe 
medowne,and oppreſle me,and together with 
meall my children. | 

Nor may you ſuffer your felues to bee delu- 
ded by afalſe, but yery common, imagination, 
that ir behoueth me to haue one viſible Head, 
and one yniuerſall Gouernor. Fox,in ſuch ca- 
ſes, asthis , yeearc not to ſerdownefor good, 
thar, which mens fancies doeconceaue; but ye 
areto hauean eyctothart, which Chriſt him- 
ſelfe hath ordayned. Andforaſmuch as he, as 
I haue ſhewed, will beemy onely Head, and: 
ſole Commander; and, for cxternall manage- 
ments, hathappointed that his laborers ſhould: 
PORRIr wan - 225 in common, and 1 ſoliduns, 
without Monarchy, ina kindeof Ariftocrati- 
call forme, ioyne together, for the directing of: 
my affaires, by way of Synods and Councels,, 
as neceſſity: ſhall require'; therefore one ſw-. 
premeviſible Head ouerme neither is neceſla- 
ry,nor was.cuerordayned,nor is deſired. m__ 
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if ſo many temporall Eſtates in this world are 
ſufficiently gouerned, withoura Monarch, 1n 
a Democraricall, or Ariſtocratical forme,why 
doc ye ſuffer your braines to be peſtered with 
a falſe imaginary necef{ty of hauing a meere 
manto bee the Monarchicall goucrnourouer 
my houſe? and conf1der not what a woe calc 
I werein, if I ſhould hang ontheſlecuc of one 
man, who hath no priuiledgeagainſtany er- 
ror,or miſery. 

Perhaps yee will aske mee, how then crept 
the Papacy into Rome, where now itcarieth 
fo higha fvle: wheretolam ſure, that, whilſt 
I wasa yong , and ſmall renderling , both the 
Apoſtles, andlikewiſerhoſeBiſhoppes, which 
immediatly ſucceeded them; did indifferently, 
without any iclouſteof concurring iuriſdicti- 
ons, oraffectation of foucraignety, agree toge- 
ther inthe ordcining of other.Biſhoppes, and: 
Miniſters , and committing tothem the prea= 
ching of the Goſpel.and aaa 
the world new particular Ghurches. Which 
yong daughters of\minebeeingthus multipli- 


cd, and inlarging meefarreand:necre}thene- 
cellity of preventing confuſion did bringinto 


my houſc,an holeſome, holy, and ncceflary or- 


dinance, 
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dinance, thatthere ſhould bediutftion of Pro- 
uinices,and in Prouinces diſtin Biſhopricks, 
and Dioceſles ; and forthe Biſhops of one Pro- 
uince- ſhould attend the dirc&ting, and gui- 
dance of their owne precincts onely ,*and not 
intermeddle with the Prouincesof others,vn- 
eſſe rhey were thereto requelted, or publique 
neceſlity ſo vrged. My lee , ſeeing this cu- 
{tome brought in by neceſſity, approoucd the 
ame,and did morcouer ordaine, that in cuery 
Prouincethe Biſhop of the Mother City ( that 
is of the place, which was the ſcat of the chiefe 
Magiſtrate , or otherwiſe conſpicuous for 
lome ciuile reſpe&t) ſhould bee the chicfe, and 
conſecrate the Biſhops of that Prouince, and 
inthe ſteadc of the Synodeof his whole Pro- 
vince, ſhould diſpatch certaine affaires pertai- 
ning to mee, that ſo the Biſhoppes of that Pro- 
uince might not be encombred with meeting 
together vpon euery ſmall occaſion. And be- 
cauſe in the Romane Empire, whichat thetime 
of my eſpouſall ro Chriſt, and for three or foure 
ages after, was.in its greateſt flouriſh, there 


were then three moſt renowned Ciries, molt ,,,.c,. a 


eminent abouecthe reſt in honour, and ſecular ou 


power ; namely firſt Rome in Iah, the chicfe 
D | 


and 
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and principall ſcatof the Empire; ſecondly, 4- 
lxandriain AEgypt, where the Emperors De- 
puty remayned; thirdly, Antioch the mother-Ci- 
ty of all the Eaſt ; inregard hercof the Biſhops 
of theſethree grand Cities were thethree firſt 
Metyopolitanes. Afterward alſo the number of 
Churches ſo encrea(1ng , that theſe three ſuffi- 
ced not, and the Prouinces which grew too 
large, beeing thereupon, for my conueniency, 
deuided into more,and lefler Prouinces,( with 
appointment,that alwayes — of the 
principall City of ſucha Prouince ſhould bee 
the Mctropolitanethercof)the three aforefaid, 
in regard that they had beene my firſt Metro- 
poliranes,werehonoured with the titles of Pa- 
triarchs, and indued with certaine priuiledges, 
which I was not ynwilling that they ſhould 
cnioy. To whom alſo] + yok fon way 
of priuiledge, addetwo other Parriarchs, one 
of Conſtantinople,( as ſoone as that Ciry became 
a ſeat of the Empire becing called another 
Rome) andtheother of Fieruſalcm: 

Thus my.yarhankfull daughter the Church 
of Rome, hauing bene courteouſly entertei- 
ned,ennobled, enriched, and exalted by diuers 
deuout Emperours \, yiing the aduanrages, 

which 
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which by liccle and little fhe gained, partly by 
cemporall greatneſle, which rhen ſhincd faire 
ypon her, parily forchat I had often good yſe 


_ of herhelpeia che midlt of my troubles, and 


garboiles , which hereſics broughtypon me, 
wherein ſhe ſtood me in good [tcad, by procu- 
ring mee fauour, and countenance of Catho- 
liquc Emperours, asalſo by the credit and re- 
puration ſhe had abroad fro thoſe great Apo- 
ſtles $.Perer, and S.Paul, which were her foſte- 
rers,and breeders vp, yer ſhe, fay,impudenily 
abuſing all this , did aboura thouſand yeeres 
agoe enter into a bold rebellion againſt me, 
not youchſafing to remaine ſtill my daughter, 
nor acknowledging me for hermorherin any 


wiſe, but ſecking ro make herſelfe my m1- 


lireſſe, and to domineere ouer me. But molt 
ofall about 5 5o.yceres after, fincerhetimes of 
that firebrand Hildebrand, and ſince the torall 
ruine of the Romance Empire,this daughterof 
mine, being high-growne i greatneſle,and 
pride, as ſhee began tro withdraw her necke 
fromthe yoke ofa remporall Lord, who with 
his rod might bold her in obedicncero me, fo 


, would ſhe nccds allo abandon her due place, 


which ſhe held with me, ofbeinga member

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ofmy body ,from which ſhe rent hcrlelfeby 
an horrible ſchiſme ; and diſdeyning to beea 
member of it, would haue no nay bur -perke 
aboue me, and make herſclfe my Head byty- 
rannicall yſurpation.

And 
moreoucr ſhe hath bene ſo bold with meas to 
di{poile me of my robes , and ornaments, and 
ro rob me of my proper name; and now ſhee, 
ſheonely muſt beſtiledthe vniuerfall Church, 
the Catholique' Church, the mother of the 
faithfulf, the pillar of tructh , the Spouſe of 
Chriſt, &c.

to bis father. Wholocuer is a follower of that 
tyrant, whichyſurpeth my dignity and tramp- 
lth downe my authoritic, he ccreainely fol- 
lowerh nor Chriſt my true Spouſe, but Anti- 
cbrift. No Church can be vnder Chriſt, voleſſe 
it befir{t vnired ro me: and all Churches, thar 
cnioy thegraces flowing from Chriſt,doe par- 
take them by my mcanes, and ſofarre yo ol 
they are my daughters, and limmes growing 
vato me, whoam the Body of Chriſt. There- 
fore the Romane Church , inaſmuch as a 
daughter,oar member ſhe will not be, and mo. 
ther or Head, which fainc ſhe would, ſhe can- 
not be, berweene both ſure ſhe hath no partin 
me. And wholocuer danceth after ſuch a ſchil- 
matical and rebellious ring-leader,muſt needs 
himſclfe bea ſchiſmarique,and rebel:and who 
lofollowcth the vſurping Pope, muſt engage 
himſelfe co belecue cuery falſhood,and fiction 
thatis thruſt ypon him, and ſo ſhall be ſureto 
tumble downe headlong after ſuch a guide.

Apoſtles , that The Kings of the Genziles exerciſe 
Lordſhip ouer them , But yeſballnor be ſo : herd 
inferring, that.it belongerthnot to the officers 
ofmy family to exerciſe dominion , or ciuill 
coattiue juriſdiction. S. Hierome faith , that 
Kings rule ouer men,will they, nill they;but the prieſt 
ruleth onely thoſe, that are willing to be ſubie&to 
him. The reaſon is, for that it is nor in my 
reach to enforce any man. S. Chryſoftome very 
well faith of me, that Tcannot impoſe any thing by 
authoritie; that is,in ſuch maner as pretending 
power to compell others roobey me. 

True ir is, that religvous, and deuout Prin- 
ces, todoe-mec honour, and for my ſake to 
vyouchſafe ſome priuiledge to my officers, haue 
afforded mee the fauour, ro haue the exercile 
of acertaine ciuil,and criminall [uriſdiction o- 
uer my owne Miniſters : bur ſuch grants as 
theſeare arthecourteſie , andin theliberty of 
the graators. Andyect hereupon my Prelats 
cary their heads too high,and lay claimeto ex- 
emptfrom the ciuill Magiſtrate, all Clearkch 

an 
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and Monkes, with their very hangbyes, and 


| lickſpits. And this Rocke is very dangerous, 


cucn to my Clergy themſclues, who not one- 
ly are hecreby emboldened openly to diſobey 
the Magiſtrate in his ciuill gouerment, but al- 
ſo hide vader this cloake of cxemprionafoule 
heape of heynous {1ns, and enormities, liuing 
asthey doe, debauchedly, and without feare, 
either of God, or of the ciuill ſword : the exe- 
cution ofiuſtice in ſuch caſes by my Miniſters 
being cither roo-too gentle, ſlacke, and ſleepy, 
as it is ordinarily, or, on the contrary, lome- 
times too cruell, bloudy, and barbarous. 

This Rocke is ſomuch themore harmekull, 
and dangerous, in that the Biſhops of Rome,

portant, andſufficient. An horrible and abo- 
minablepretenſion, and altogether contrary 
tothelaw of God. This Rocke ſurely is foun- 
ded by the Diuell himſelfe, wherat ſo many of 
my:childrenſplicthemſclues,and for the main- 
tenance of the Popes ambitions, forfeit their 
oods, honours, omg liberty, life, and ſoule, 
By this helliſh pretenſ10n, rebellions are ray- 
ſed vp in Kingdomes , infamous and exe- 
crablemurthers of Kings are plotted, the peace 
of the whole worldis troubled, brutiſh enor- 
miries are committed : and all this ſpringeth. 
only from Papallambition. 
[Itismoſt certaine, and notorious, that by 
the law of God, and of nature,cxpreſly confir- 
medin the holy Scriptures,cucry one ought in 
conſcience, vader. the guiltof moſt heynous 
mortall fin,to obey his lawfull Prince, in mat- 
rers concerning theciuill eſtare , whether the 
ſame Prince be good, or cuill. Let enery ſoule- 
bee ſubieft to the higher powers. Bee ſubieft toyour 
Maſters ,. not onelytothegood and gentle, but alſo to 
the froward, And for cerraine, I neuer recciued 
any powertodiſanull the bond of GodsTawes. 
Whenice therefore hath the Pope gotten ſuch 


power,that he preſumerh ro diſoblige ſubiccts 


from 
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from that naturall bond, which tycth them to 


beentirely ſubic&t to theirlawfull Prince in ct- 
uill maters, and thoſe things which concerne 
the temporallgouerment? Itisameeregull, & 
foppery , that hee ſhould pretend to depoſc 
Kings fromrheir thrones, and depriuc y Tons 
of their crownes, and in this wiſe tolet looſe 
their ſubjects from their obedience, whenas, 
without all doubt ſuch depriuations, and de- 


. poſitions, are mcere temporal! bufineſſes ; and 


no power of mine cxtendeth ir ſelfe beyond 
pirituals. The Popesarch-flatterers confeſſe, 
= it followeth hence, that he cannot direly 
depoſe Kings; yet wilthey haue him enhabled 
to doe it indirefly, namely as ſuch matters are 
occaſion of ſomeſpirituallgood,or cuill. But 
this,fay L,is impoſſible. Forathing is ſaid to be 
done indireftly, when it neceſſarily followeth 
vpon another thing which is done direftly. As 
forexample , when a thicfe robbeth a trayuai- 
ler ofhis cloathes,and he, thus left naked, dicth 
withcold, this thicfke hath robbed the man di- 
reftly , but killed him mndirefly. Inlikemaner 
it ſhould be ſhewen what ſpirituall ation the 
Pope doth direfly, by his ſpirituall power, 
whereupon neceſſarily, but indireftly the de- 
E a poſition 


remporals doth enfue., But it is impoſſiblethar 
any ſucha&tion ſhould beeſhewed. Forthere 
cannot beany greater ſpirituallaQtion archie- 
ucd by my proper power ,. then Excommuni- 
cation. And who would cuer come to that 
height ofablurdity,as toſay(and yer ſome haue 
Cidic and belceued it) that a Prince being ex- 
communicatedis held intheſameinſtantto be 


alſo depriucd of his kingdome, aud depoſed? 


And yetmy very nouices know, that excom- 


munication medleth not with any temporalls. | 


A rich man beeingexcommunicated dothnot 
thereby loſe his poſſeſſions ; nora noble man 
his nobility ; why then ſhoulda King by ex- 
communication loſe hiscrowne ? 

Now therefore ſee what a terrible Rocke 
this is. A toy takes the Pope inthe headto 
bearcthe people in hand, thattheir Princeisan 
hererique, and'excommunicate, and fo depri- 
ued of hiskingdome, and thattheyaretoriſc 
againſthim, andto callinanotherto reigneo- 
ucrthem: Theſe ſimple wretches, being mil-

obcy.God, to obey thePope.. And thus, firſt, 
they hereinſunnemorrally,and caſt _ their 
oules;

polition of a King, or depriving him of his |

ſubie&t ought to declare himſelfe , when hee is 
lo Rn, heeſwearcs, andpromiles per-

And hee, thatiscleerein his owne conſcience, 
and knoweth that hee doth nor offend ia the 
ſight of God, and that theaQ, for which heis 
excommunicated (eſpecially by rhe Excommunica- 
fionininreonely )is not ofitſelfeabhominable,

not beeafraid of them : for] hold them to bee

Takcalſo this with you,vehich is oneofmy 
principall ordinances concerning Excommuni» 
cations, that none canexcommunicate any other 
then thoſe that beein proper ſubiefted tohim, 
andof his Dioceſſe. And ſothe Biſhoppeof 
Rome cannot excommunicate thoſe, that arcout 
of the Dioceſſc of Rome. And whoſocucr ex- 
communicateth any , that arc not ſubic&t _ 
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him , his Excommunication holds not : and in 
this caſe the Popes thunderbole is of no-more 
force, then that of the Biſhop of * Caurole... *Apery vi- 
Indecde any Biſhop, __ great cauſc,may Ye poprinae 
ny toanother Biſhop his communion, thar is, fomin 
his communication, and brotherly comply- 
ing,andpirituall correſpondence, Soallo may 
any particular Church _— communion 
ro another, ( and this may beecalled a fourth 
kinde of Excommunicatian) but ithath noope- 
ration ypon theſoule, nor is exerciſed with a- 
ny power, or juriſdiction of one Church ouer 
another : and theaCtion ir ſelfe is meerely ne- 
gatiue , not poſitiue, noroperatiue: namely, 
when, yponeuidence, or deepe ſuſpicion of a- 
nothers ſpiritual corruption, mutruall correſ- 
pondence is ſhunned.

As for tithes , they arcill ranged vadermy 
precepts : for, I hold chem to appertaine to -

manner, as cuſtome hath long confirmed. 
And thischarge of ouerruling marter of tithes, 
whercthey neede retifying , is proper to the 
ſecular Princes, cucry of them in their owne 
dominions, inaſmuchas tithes are externall 
goods; and they are to ſceto it, that, where 
neceſſary Miniſters haue not decent mainte- 
nance, ſupply bee madeby the Pariſhioners;

thoſe Prieſts , which baue too much ynto 0- 
thers, which haueroo little. . They arcalforo 
prouide that the Biſhops entertaine ſo many 
Clearkes, as areneceſſary for their Churches, 
and to reſtrainethem from making a number 
of idle, and ſuperfluous Pricſts ; and lo _

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all ofcthem bee well prouided for: burmuch 
the berter, if, by theauthority of Princes, and 
remporal Lords, the world were diſburthened 
of ſuch rabbles of Friars, and Monkes, and

_ anddiffolute: reducing alſo the other Orders, 
| which keepe as yet ſome forme of regular life, 
ynto theentire obedience of thoſe Biſhops, in 
whoſe Cities,and Dioceſles,thoſe C6uents arg, 
and withall vtterly diſloluing, andannulling, 
all forme of Comploeneckk amongſt them, 
whercin all the Regulars are combined toge-

So plaincly 
ſpeaketh S. Chryſoſfome, that this ation now

What hath rhe Auarice of Rome done in 
this?

in ſucha caſe,dependeth vpon the externall rc- 
miſſioo giuen by me ; which trucly was a way 
ofdcaling onayery ſure hand. And moreouer, 
many.gricuqus ,and alſo ſecret offenders, nay 
perhaps all the fort of them, in regard of the 
ſurctic of this courſe,came to their Biſhop, or 
ro ſome other depured by him, who was after- 
ward called the Penitentiary, or Confeſsor ; and, 
ſome openly with alowd and audible yoyce, 
others more priuily ynto theeare,but in apub- 
lique place in the Church-, confeſſed their 
{innes, thoſe ſinnes, I meane, thatwere ve 

ricuous , and enormous ; and cauſed them- 
1960 in this maner, as I haueſaid,to be bound 
orexcommunicated , and to haue penancein- 
ioyned them, that they might afterwards in fir 
rime get reconciliation by the power of the 
keycs, and conſequently figiucncdl in hea- 
uen without faile. F.: 

And hereyou are to obſcrue, that the Keyes 
were cmployed onely. ypon great and enor- 
 mouscrimes,(foxas for movelighs ,and ordi- 
nary {1nnes, though morrall, therewere other 
externall remedies, as I ſhall hereafter ſhew,) 
andthatby way ofacculatio , either by others, 


Or 
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or by the delinquent himfelfe :' bur the bin- 
ding,and reconciling, and whole proceſſewas 
in the ſame maſier. Whereby you may 'per- 
ceiue, that this was nota Sacrament,as the Ro- 
maniſts would now haucit : for,vpon the ac- 
culation of others, and judiciall conuiction, 
they proceeded vnto this binding, and injun- 
Ction of penance, after which, the partie accu- 
ſed, aſwell not confeſling, mi pub- 
liquely, or priuately , was abſolued with the 
ſame Gs of reconcilement : neither is there 
ro befound in thoſe dayes any other Confeſlt- 
on, or Abſolution.

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furnace,and is content that ſuch chaſtiſementrs 
as theſe, inflicted by him,ſhalſtandin the ſtead 
ofpuniſhmentdueto theirſinnes :but withall ».Corr.z2, 
hee doeth moreouer apply his owne mercy, 
and pardon, which heaffordeththem both of 
faulc,and puniſhment: and ſuch fauors vouch- 
ſafed by God are nor halfed, nor pinched, but 
full and; complete. When therefore hee recei- 
ucth a man vnto fauour, he pardoneth him all: 
yet docth God ſometimes before hand, in par-

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niſhment was accompliſhed in his ſonnes 
dayes;and in like mafier other penalties alſo 
inflicted by. God without remiſſion. Bur all 
theleare extraordinary cales,and open chaſtiſe- 
ments, but not farisfa&ory : and all of them 
executed in this preſent world. As for ys, we 
are to hold to that, which is ordinary, 

Being thercforc that there neither ought, 
nor can remaine any obligation yntoany pu- 
niſhment after the ' 1s remitred, (for,true 
remiſſion is of the puniſhmenr, alwell as of the 
faulr) therefore Penances , and SarisfaFlions , af- 
ter Ablolution muſt needs bee one of theſe 
two, either workes of humiliation done out of 


ſeaſon prepoſteroully, which for the moſt pare 


are alſo: negle&tcd, and omitted by the peni- 


rents , hauing got. their Abſolution before 
hand: or cl{e they are the gaines,and purchaſes 
of the Confefſors, who ordinarily , as oft as 
they can, fly vpon money-mulcts vnder the 
nameof Almes, orfor ſaying of Maſſes, which 
thole.Confeſſors offer Fuuaw "ack ready to per- 
forme, and tell-arale; chat they Fave inheix 
handes ſome priuate good buſineſſe, which 
would fitly be ſer forward with ſuch Almes,as 
themlelucs thus impoſe in FE faril- 
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faction;and'by this meancs they draw ſtore of 
wartet totheir mill. And, that which is worſe, 
the Confeſſors contriue certaine neceſlities of 
reſtirntion,and perhaps ſometimes bearethem 
in hand,that they ws to reſtore, where- 
as indeed there 1s no ſuch cauſe, and ſo com- 
pound with the penitent , that hee may giue 
them a ſer price, and by that mcanes obtaine 
complete Abſolution. O whatadeale of chaf-

As for Purgatory, as it hath nofoundation, 
nor reaſon whereupon to build it, ſothe holy
